—for  prepamtions  for  a grand  fete,  26 
OUv.'/.  exi.i^lvc  of  the  temple  in  the  park 
feet  OT  Uie  Serpenum; 
Riv  er.  In  the  lord  chamberlain’s  tie 
;>artriient,  there  ^js  anothei-  charge  ot 
20,500/.  for  Carho  i-ho"se — for  the 
expense  of  entertaining  tin-  royal  and  i 
iustri  nis  visitore,  32,500/. — for  furniture 
f ir  t..e  royal  pavillion  at  Brighton,  20,500/ 
— .And,  in  the  department  of  the  master 
of  the  hoise,  to  support  his  royal  high 
ness’s  stud.  25,000/.  The  most  moderate 
article  in  this  famous  acccunt  is  t'le  book 
seller’s  bill,  which  only  amounts  to  37/, 
9s. ! ‘ This,  (says  the  writer,)  reminds  us 
of  Dame  Quickiey’s  bill  against  sir  John 
Falstaff ; in  which,  after  a long  list  of 
quarts  and  gallons  of  sack,  it  says,  ‘ Item 
for  bread,  one  lialf  penny  1’ 

As  this  list  of  enormous  expenses  was 
laid  before  tlic  house  of  commons  (o 
vvl'teh  we  have  only  room  for  an  extract) 
vve  consider  it  as  of  undoubted  authority 
The  writer  concludes  by  saying,  ‘ this 
statement  is  recommended  to  the  serious 
considcratiou  of  those  loyal  gentlemen 
amongst  us,  wlio  so  anxiously  wish  to  in 
troduce  this  splendor  of  the  Crown  into 
this  country  ; to  consider  the  cost  of  Eu- 
ropean Legitimacy,  and  compare  it  witl 
the  cheap  expense  of  Anicricaii  Kepub- 
licRiiism.” 

FROM  THF.  CINCINNATI  SPY. 

SINGULAR  ARRIVAI.. 
.Arrived  at  this  port  on  Monday  morn 
ing  last,  (30th  June,)  a small  schojnei 
built  boat  of  about  six  tons  burthen,  3 
days  from  Rome,  on  the  Mohawk  river, 
state  of  New  York  ! The  boat  was  con- 
ducted by  capt  Dean  and  fot.r  Indians  ; — 
passengers,  two  stjuaws  and  an  Indiai 
boy.  It  was  a handsome  model,  paintei 
in  ne.at  style,  with  two  masts,  and  sails. 
& an  appropriate  flag.  They  sailed  hence 
on  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  for  tlir 
AVabash  ; their  avowed  object  is  to  ente 
laijds  on  behalf  of  their  tribe,  and  then  to 
ascend  the  AA''abash  to  its  source,  cross  o 
ver  with  the  boat  to  the  Maume,  & rctiirr 
by  the  way  of  Lake  Eric.  This  boat  teli 
Rome  on  the  1 st  of  June,  passeil  into  Lake 
Ontario  by  way  of  AVotxi  Creek,  Oneida 
Lake,  and  Oswego  river,  and  after  navi 
gating  the  greater  part  of  the  southern 
coast  of  that  Lake,  was  conveyed  roun 
the  falls  of  Niagara  on  wheels,  eleven 
miles ; then  by  the  way  of  Buffaloe,  across 
the  end  of  Lake  Erie  to  the  mouth  of  Ca 
tcragus  creek,  and  up  to  a portage  of  8 
'nilcs  and  a half  across  to  the  head  w:.- 
t.Ts  of  the  Alleghany  river.  It  arrived 
at  this  place,  after  passing  two  portages 
amounting  to  nineteen  and  a halfmile-s  ! 
During  tiiis  time  they  were  detained  near- 
ly ten  days  by  head  winds  and  rains. 

These  descendants  of  the  forest,  now- 
wearing  the  habiliments  and  appearanci 
•)f  civilization  and  industi-y,  manifcstcf 
in  their  deportment,  that  ingenuousness 
a id  dignity  of  piind  which  hav’e  cliarac- 
terised,  in  many  instances,  the  savage  ot 
t.ie  forest,  improved  in  a Vonsiderable  de- 
gree by  the  hand  of  civilization.  AVhiic 
gratifying  tlic  curiosity  of  several  of  our 


citizens  by  taking  them  on  board,  and 
with  a gentle  breeze,  s.iiling  a considi 
Table  distance  up  and  across  the  rivei, 
the  following  characteristic,  and  appro- 
priate toasts  were  given  by  one  of  the  In- 
dians, accompanied  by  the  firing  of  his 
'7'm  :— -while  on  the  Kentucky  side,  ‘ Tli' 

atriotism  and  bravery  of  Kentucky.’ 

wnile  on  the  Ohio  side—*  Free  trade  and 
no  slavery.*

The  emigrations  to  the  west,  at  this 
time,  far  exceed  those  of  any  former 
Deriod.  Tlie  state  of  Indiana,  and  the 
Illinois  and  Missouri  territories,  receive 
the  greater  part  of  thos'-  enterprizing  ad- 
venturers, to  whom,  and  to  whose  friends, 
it  may  not  be  uninteresting  to  learn,  that 
the  following  military  posts  are  occupied 
and  garrisoned  by  the  army  on  that  fron- 
tier, viz  : 

lort  Harrison,  on  the  AVabash,  about 
70  miles  above  A-’^incennes. 

Fort  Clark,  on  the  Illinois,  2,50  miles 
tbov.c  the  Mouth  of  tlie  .Missouri. 

Belle  Fontaine,  on  the  Missouri,  15 
miles  above  St.  Louis. 

Fort  Osage,  on  the  Missouri,  300  miles 
above  its  mouth. 

Fort  Edwards,  on  tlie  Mississippi,  220 
miles  above  the  mouth  of  Missouri. 

Fort  Armstrong,  on  the  Mississippi, 
420  miles  above  the  Mouth  of  .Missouri. 

Fort  Crawford,  at  Praire  du-Chein,  on 
the  Mississippi,  600  miiCS  above  tb 
noutfa  of  Missouri,  and  is  the  advanted 
post  connecting  toe  Mississippi  wititl 
lakes,  between  which  and  the  post  ai 
Oreenbay,  on  Lake  Michigan, there  is  mt 
more  tiiaii  three  miles  land  transporta- 
tion. 

On  the  upper  lakes,  above  Detroi' 
there  are  at  present  but  tliree  Military 
pos's,  viz  : at  Mackinaw,  at  Grecnbay, 
and  at  Cltitago,  the  Southern  part  of  lake 
Michigan. 

Another  military  post  is  deemed  Im 
portant  at  the  falls  of  St.  Mary’s  between 
lakes  Huron  and  Superior;  this  would 
nterrupt  the  smugglers,  and  afford  ad- 
ditional security  to  that  frontier.  AA'e 
oresumc  this  point  will  attract  the  atten- 
tion of  the  government  as  soon  as  troops 
ran  be  spared  to  form  a garrison. 

This  chain  of  sentinels  will  then  afford 
protection  to  a vast  and  valuable  tei  rito 
ry,  every  day  becoming  more  important 
by  the  rapid  increase  of  its  population. 

Between  our  advance  post , Natchito 
ches,  on  Reef  river,  in  Louisiana,  and  tl 
Spanish  Patriot  post  of  Nacogdoches,  .. 
tlic  province  of  Texas,  tlie  distance  does 
not  tpicectl  “istJitv  mileA. 

rt  Is  said  a new  post  is  shortly  to  be  rs 
•ablisl'Cdon  the  Arkansas,  near  wher 
the  Osage  line  strikes  tuat  li.  er. 

If  the  peace  establishineiii  of  our  at 
my  would  wari-ant  the  goyernment  ini  i 
rcasingthe  number  and  strength  of  tin 
frontier  garrisons,  beneficial  results 
might  be  expected  in  keeping  tue  Indians 
quiet,  and  affording  security  to  our  new 
and  flourishing  settlements.

AVe  have,  received  files  of  the  Madrid 
Gazette  down  to  the  11th  of  May, 
w.,ich  w e do  not  find  much  matter  of  an 
i.ileresting  kind.  They  contain  the  pro 
.'lamations  of  general  Castanos.  and 
long  catalogue  of  books  proscribed  bv 
the  inquisition,  among  which  are  som 
manuscript  works,  circulating  in  secret 
some  works  on  the  principles  of  /’r. 
Masonry  ; Constant’s  work  on  the  po- 
icy  of  states  ; some  works  of  the  eons'i 
tutioii  of  the  Cortca  ; Boine  religiou 
■Works  ; a few  noveis  ; all  of  which  art 
denominated  heretical,  diabolical,  dai 
rerous,  atheistical,  seditious  and  treason 
ible,  .adverse  to  tlie  faith  csiabiisned  ii 
tlie  holy  mother  church,  contrary  to  th 
oeacc  and  dignity  of  the  tlirone  of  tli 
beloved  Ferdinand. 

One  of  the  Gazettes  contains  the  biu 
•etin  of  a battle  fought  at  Boquilla  d, 
R/f in  1 8 1 6,  and  the  nanus  of  tin 
•iillcd,  wounded  and  captives,  specifyii 
iic  name  and  country  of  each  prisoiu-i 
aken. 

AVe  have  a letter  from  a well  inform 
■d  gentleman  at  Alicant,  wliich  give: 
some  very  interesting  pa.ticiilars  of  ti  i 
resent  state  of  Spain,  upon  which  tin 
utmost  reliance  may  be  placed,  frou 
which  tve  make  the  following  extrac 
trbatim :

o Mr.  Duane,  though  they  do  not  con 
tain  any  thing  of  great  interest,  cxcejjt 
i.:g  the  proclamation  of  general  Cast., 
n -s,  captain  general  of  Catalonia,  coi: 
xrning  a revolution  which  has  been  at 
empted  in  that  province,  and  at  the  hea; 
of  which  was  lieutenant  general  Lac\ 
major  general  Milans,  aiicf  an  immense 
ii'iinbcr  of  other  officers  of  rank.  Re- 
p-.its  arc  various  as  to  the  real  result  ol 
tii’dt  insurrection  as  yet — AA’^e  know  tha' 
Lacy  is  certainly  taken  prisoner  ; but  i. 
appears  tliat  the  people  of  the  whole  pro- 
iacc  have  sent  commissioners  to  requirt 
.is  liberty  and  his  pardon,  and  the  liber- 
ty and  pardon  of  ail  concerned. 

“ This  will  not  be  granted,  if  it  can  bt 
avoided,  for  the  )i<Tcr  pardons  any 
ne  for  similar  attempts  ; the  apprclicn- 
sion,  hoAvever,  of  the  whole  provintt 
rising  in  arms,  and  the  fear  of  tne  rising 
- ing  more  extensive,  may  induce  mol  t 
onciliatcry  measures  for  the  present: 
n this  province,  (A'alehcia),  and  in  Gala- 
oia,  at  Uic  otl'.er  extremity  of  Spajn,  sim- 


ilai 
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attempts  have  been  made^,  but  they 
e all  ended,  as  partial  risings  always 
in  the  ruin  of  those  w)k>  bliiuily  cn-* 
;age  in  them,  without  calculating  tiie 
faculties  possessed,  or  the  resources  re- 
-uiired  for  resistance ; the  chiefs  in  gene- 
ral have  been  iniiitai’T  men,  who,  undt  r 
such  governmems  as  Spain,  howetcr 
■ave  they  may  be  as  soldiers,  and  howe- 
-'er  virtuous  as  patriots,  cannot  (joss-s6 
lat  knowledge  or  experience  whicii  is 
indispensable  in  revplutions  against  des* 
l)ottsm. 

“ The  discontent,  however,  tltrough- 
out  this  whole  eountry,  is  so  great,  that 
from  one  moment  to  another  no  one  can 
determine  what  is  to  hap])cn  from  a peo- 
ple driven  to  despair.  Never  wast'ure 
■X  Dry  of  Algiers  who  ruled  n ith  such 
despotic  sway,  or  with  such  stupid  igno- 
rance, as  Ferdinand  A’ II  ; in  truth,  it  is 
confessed  by  the  Spaniards  who  have 
been  his  mest  anient  supportci-s,  that  he 
and  his  courtiers  are  digging  away  F.e 
foundation  from  under  tlitir  own’ It-et, 
and  that  tl'.e 'ime  cannot  bavery  rinu  te, 
when  the  fabric  must  fall  and  bury  them 
all  in  the  ruins. 

“ Commerce  of  every  description  is 
at  a st;md  ; the  receipt  of  t.he  precious 
metals  from  America  is  interrupted  y 
avarice  and  apprehension  bury  a gr.  at 
deal  of  the  money  that  is  hi  the  count  17 ; 
so  that  very  little  any  where  'appears, 
and  thf  fo  .is  neitln  r agriculture  nor 
nanufacturcs  to  invite  money  lr-j;;i  erh-  r 
Countries.  The  court  is  as  mvtcl  im- 
poyerisiicd  as  the  people,  and  the  exj.t- 
diiions  tJiougli  v.rete.aeJ  and  small, 
which  have  b<-,-n  sent  under  the  name  of 
’luttinif  an  end  to  the  revolution  in  South 
.America,  have  reduced  the  public  trea- 
sury to  its  last  dollar. 

“ I learn  from  Cadiz,  tliat  an  expedi- 
tion was  to  sail  from  tlience  on  the  7th 
of  this  m -nth,  consisting  of  no  moretii.an 
1000  men  ; they  arc  said  to  be  destined 
for  .frica  and  l.ima  ; it  is  acknowledged 
that  tins  is  the  last  they  can  send.  T le 
expeditions  wliiehhave  sailed'inthc  pre- 
sent year,  consist  of  about  1500  ni.n, 
destined  for  V'era  Cruz:  another (.rigiu- 
ally  destined  for  Porto  Bello,  and  to 
cross  the  Istlimus  to  the  South  Sea,  and 
by  that  route  to  Lima""  ' third  is  that 
which  is  to  sail  about  this  time.  An  ex- 
pedition to  Buenos  Ayres  is  no  longer 
spoken  of,  for  every  dollar  has  been 
drained  to  send  off  this  iast  ex])t  -Jiti,  11, 
olid  as  yet  not  a person  has  been  paid 
for  the  freight  and  demurrage  of  l!;e  ex- 
Di  ditioii  to  the  Maine  under  Moriilo,  in 
1815.”

Bv  advices  from  ^ exico,  via  New- 
Ovlbans,  it  appears  tnat  gmeral  Mma 
:iad  lauded  at  Soto  de  la  A/  'n;ia,  a small 
town  on  the  Mexican  r.ia-it  about  J6 
miles  north  of  tlic  bay  of  Tampico, 
(iencrai  Mina  appeai-s  to  carry  with  him 
. s much  arms  and  militarv  stores  -as 
freighted  13  vessels,  the  friiits  of  the 
successful  cruizes  of  the  patriot  r-  m. 
Aurl,  \\Uo  after  landing  general  Mi.-a 
and  his  resources,  was  directed  to  si  il 
!rom  t iC  coast.  Commodore  .Aui'i,  it 
appears,  has  returned  to  iiis  former  po- 
si'ion,  as  it  is  from  on  board  l.is  squad- 
ron that  tliesc  advices  are  rcecived.

IMr.  Pi. ! eKE.NHiDe.r.  commenced  his 
ndi'..  ss  by  a just  eulogiuin  on  the  thcii- 
les'iim.s  i>auiot  w hese  death  has  prodn- 
, 1 d the  necessity  of  discussing  the  epies- 
tion  (,f  a Kcw  election  of  govenior.  Hv 
Muted  the  question  to  be,  whether  the 
■p'. -qile  could  now  coiis’ituiionally  cleet 
a chief  rnagiKtrate  a.s  the  successor  ol 
George  .Mat.ison?  lie  contended,  that 
unh.  sS  the  constitution  expressly  forbadi 
such  all  elc(  ’aon,  tlie  people  had  an  iiii- 
tjiiev.lionuble  right  toi.iake  it:  v’-.  s.icw 
td  tliat  buy  derived  all  tlicir  light.s,  no, 
from  the  constitution,  but  from  nature  and 
tlie  God  of  nature ; and  thus  tlcriviiig 
ilitir  right.s,  they  could  properly  and 
justly  elect  a new  govnnor  at  this  time, 
without  it  could  be  shovn  tlmt  they  had 
specifieally  rclinqui.shedthat  right  in  tin 
cuu.  itution  : He  demonstrated  even  h\ 
the  eunstitulioii  itself,  “ /loscern 

inherent  in  the  Jieofile,  and  all  free  gov 
crnnu  nls  aiefmindid  on  their  authority, 
and  ii.stitiit'.-d  for  their  jicace,  safety  am 
h;  ph’ilR'SS,  ’ aud  that  the  n have  a', 

ail  tiiius  an  ui.a  itnt.ble  aud  uidcfeasibh 


right  to  alter,  reform  or  abolish  their 
■government,  ittsnch  mariner  as  they  may 
hink proper These  constitutional  de- 
clarations, as  well  as  reason  and  common 
sense,  carried  conviction  to  the  mind  of 
every  hearer  not  filled  vvitli  the  absiirti 
maxims  of  English  monarchical  authors, 
tliat  the  people,  not  the  constitution,  arc 
the  source  of  all  civil  and  political  pow- 
er, and  that  all  rights  remain  with  them 
not  surrendered  in  the  constitution.  Mr. 
Breckenridge  shewed  that  the  legislature 
have  a right  to  authorize  a new  election, 
not  only  because  they  are  the  representa- 
tives of  the  pow-er,  rights  and  will  of  the 
people,  but  because  the  constitution,  in 
its  sixth  article,  and  section  4,  explicitly 
declares,  that  “ the /irnoVc^-c  of  free  suf- 
frage shall  be  supported  by  lasus  regu- 
lating elections.”  In  the  cotii-se  of  his 
speech,  Mr.  Breckenridge  exposed  t.  e 
pervei-sion  of  the  constitution  by  Mr. 
Mills  and  the  last  legislature,  by  a false 
quotation  in  the  resolution  and  preamble, 
declaring  tliat  Gabriel  Slaugluer  w as  en- 
titled to  hold  the  office  of  governor  fcr 
the  residue  of  time  for  whicli  George 
Madison  was  elected.  Mr.  Mills  and  the 
assembly,!!!  that  preamble,  make  the  con- 
stitution say  that  “ the  governor  shall  be 
elected  at  the  end  of  every  four  years 
whereas  the  language  of  the  constitiiticn 

is,  that  “ the  governor  shall  be  elected 

for  the  term  of  four  years  thusindicat- 

iiig  that  though  he  t.s  elected  for  four 
ycai-3,  he  may  not  serve  the  whole  term, 
and  leaving  it  w itli  the  people,  in  c-o.se  of 
the  governor’s  death,  to  elect  another 
before  the  end  of  four  ycats.  Whether 
this  false  ((notation  liad  been  intentional 
or  not,  and  he  was  bound  to  presume  it 
was  unintentional,  it  was  e(|tially  impro- 
per, unw-arraniabie  and  deceptions.  Mr. 
Breckenridge  concluded  a speech  of  one 
hour  and  forty  minutes,  replete  with  con- 
vincing arguments,  of  vvl.ich  wc  have 
lirescrved  very  few  of  the  ideas,  much 
less  the  eloquent  language,  by  adverting 
to  the  declaration  of  the  enemies  of  a 
new  election,  that  tlie  court  of  appeals 
would  set  aside  a new-  election  of  gov- 
ernor as  unconstitutional.  He  justly 
scouted  the  idea,  as  a usurpation  of  the 
power  of  adjudicating  great  political 
questions,  with  w hicli  the  coui-t  of  ap- 
peals had  nothing  to  do.  He  respected 
the  judiciary:  He  wished  they  were 
more  independent  and  better  paid  than 
they  are  : But  the  province  of  the  court 
of  appeals  Avas  not  to  decide  on  politics; 
it  was  to  adjudicate  the  rights  of  proper- 
ty, to  decide  questions  cf  meum  and  tu- 
um.  He  s'vewcd  from  history,  that  at 
no  period,  not  even  during  limes  of  the 
grosstst  usurjiation  of  executive  power 
by  a single  individual,  had  the  jtideesim- 
I’erlakcn  to  determine  great  political 
questions;  and  he  intimated,  that  the 
people  ought  entirely  to  disreg-a:;l  the 
threatened  interference  of  our  court  cf 
ai)peals. 

We  were  not  less  astonished  at  the 

inounioy,  w ith  a hHi-dUioodond  boldness 
nnfc  often  surpa-ssed,  than  w e were  ron- 
vim  ed  by  the  able  speech  of  Mr.  Breck- 
enriclge.  Mr.  Flournoy, in  the  earlj  part 
of  his  addri  ss,  declared  tliat  the  people 
(ii'ss^ssed  no  righ.ts  but  those  in  the  con- 
stitinion  ; no  riglits  witliout  the  constitu- 
tion. He  talked  about  the  chartered 
1 ights  of  the  people,  as  if  the  citizens  of 
Kenturk/  had  derived  their  privileges 
and  freedom  from  the  munificent  char- 
lercd-grants  of  a monarch,  and  not  from 
the  God  of  luiture:  He  ridiculously  and 
prcsumpuiotisiy  said,  that  w'c  w-ere  in- 
debted to  the  coiistitiition,  as  it  were, 
for  tlie  light  of  Heavtn;”  for  the  light 
of  public  liberty  wjiich  w-e  enjoyed.  lie 
seemed  to  ridicule  and  sneer  atihe  rights 
of  the  people.,  and  denounced  the  doc- 
trines on  that  subject,  of  the  friends  of  a 
new  election,  as  a syren  song,  intended  to 
delude  and  deceive;  he  repeatedly  inti- 
mated that  he  would  not  chime  in  w iih 

it.  He  called  on  the  people, to  cling  to 

llie  constitirtion  as  their  only  hope.  He 
affected  not  to  care  for  tlie  present  acting 
govcrncu-  or  hU  secrotaay,  in  the  discus- 
sion of  Ibis  question  ; yet  he  proiiounocvl 
at!  eulogitim  on  Mr.  Slaughter,  as  the  fa- 
vorite of  th.e  people,  as  a good  citizen, 
ami  a great  military  oft’H!er ; and  he  idly 
iUtempted  to  excite  the  pity  and  sympa- 
thy of  the  people  in  favor  of  Mr.  Pope, 
by  representing  liimas  “a  poor  helpless 
jne-nrmed  wan  as  having  “ lost  his 
best  hand:”  thus  wantonly, for  (lurposis 
of  polic)  , a.s  a trick,  an  artifice,  to  pro- 
duce |)olitical  impressions,  alluding  to  the 
l.ctr.oiial  misfortunes  of  the  secretary, 
when  they  had  nothing  to  do  with  tin 
subject  matter  of  debate.  We  (ircsume 
that  Mr.  I-'lounioy,  justal  that  time,  fan- 
cied himself  another  .\nthony,  pointing 
to  the  wounds  of  the  Kentucky  Cxsar. 
and  endeavoring  to  raise  the  indignation 
• yf  the  people  against  the  ad',  t isaries  ( f 
that  ambitious  and  aspiring  man.  Biit 
w-e  beg  jiarclon  of  the  lioman  con(|ucror  : 
.Mr.  Pope  is  not  a Caesar  in  talents;  ncr 
is  Mr.  Flournoy  an  Anthony,  howevei 
willing  both  of  the  gentlemen  n'ay  he  to 
goal!  lengths  for  the  gratification  of  theii 
insatiable  ihii-st  for  power  and  office.  Mr. 
Flournoy  insinuated  that  it  was  personal 
hostility  to  Ml'.  1 ope,  which  had  occa- 
sioned the  noise  for  a new  election ; but 
be  said,  if  the  acting  governor  were  turn- 
ed out,  the  secretary  would,  by  the  con- 
stitution, continue  in  office  for  the  foui 
ycais.  Mr.  Flounioy  then  conjured 
*hc  people  not  to  support  a new  elec- 
tion : It  would  be  to  launch  cn  the 

ocean,  to  float  on  the  sea,  of  uncertainly 
and  confusion.  Let  things  go  on  as  they 
'w  ere,  and  all  would  be  well.  He  did  ex- 
pressly say,  in  substance,  that  civil  war 
would  probaljly  not  be  the  worst  effect 
of  a new  flection  : He  depicted  the  evia 
which  a violent  struggle  betw-^en  the 
acting  governor  backed  by  a minority, 
and  the  new  governor  with  the  majority 
:.f  the  people,  for  tlie  executive  power, 
wi.'iild  produce:  He  said,  he  had  nndei- 
siood  that  all  the  judges  of  the  court  of 
appeals  thought  a new  election  uncou- 


stit-ational : in  case  of  a new  election, 
there  would  be  conflicting  grants  of  land, 
tw-o  sets  of  officers  in  the  state,  and  tlic 
• ights  of  property  w-ould  be  insecure  ai\d 
throAVii  into  confusion.  Finally,  Mr. 
Floui-noy,  in  the  common  cant  of  federal- 
ism, marsli^lcd  in  array  against  a new 
election,  all  the  hori-bi-s  of  the  French 
revolution,  the  crimes  of  Robespierre,  the 
tyranny  of  Napoleon,  the  restoration  of 
ilie  Bourbons,  as  the  consequences  of  the 
F’rencli  nation  dcjiartuig  from  the  con- 
stitution of  their  first  convention  ; when 
every  well  informed  and  unprejudiced 
mm  knows,  that  the  failure  of  the  con- 
t St  for  liberty  in  France,  is  iniputabl-ato 
the  successive  coalitions  of  crowned  des- 
pots against  that  gallant  people : T hese 
leagues  of  tyranny  against  liberty,  con- 
verted all  France  into  an  army ; and  in 
her  long  conflicts  for  existence  and  in- 
dependence as  a nation,  her  pfovenimciit 
became  military,  and  desiiotisiii  follow- 
ed. 

Mr.  Barry  rose  a little  before  sunset, 
and  continued  to  speak  till  half  past  nine 
o’clock.  All  effort  to  follow  him ; to 
describe  the  lirilliaiit  roruscatioiis  of  his 
elotpicnce  ; to  give  form  and  body  to  the 
occasional  flashes  of  light,  and  wit,  and 
resistless  argument,  Avhich  illumined  the 
subject,  and  marked  the  man  of  siiporioi 
genius  and  commanding  (kiwci-s  of  mind, 
would  be  fruitless.  AVe  shall  not  at- 
tempt it:  Memory  cannot  trace  even  the 
outlines : We  despair  of  calcliing  a spark 
of  the  fire  which  w armed  and  animated 
the  speaker.  The  repealed  bursts  of  ap- 
plause, which  cheered  him  on  bis  way, 
f irnisli  sufficient  evidence  tliat  tlic  cha- 
racter we  give  of  the  speech  is  not  ex- 
travagant. lie  said,  that  feeble  and  much 
exiiausted  as  he  w as,  and  as  the  people 
must  have  become,  in  listening  to  tlie 
speeches  which  had  been  delivered, 
he  rose  with  reluctance  to  address  them 
at  that  late  hour.  But  he  hoped  tliat  tin 
cause  he  had  risen  to  support,  the  cause 
of  public  liberty,  w-ould  infuse  into  his 
miiul  and  h(Kly  a vigor  and  animatien 
which  did  not  naturally  belong  to  them. 
He  addressed  a people,  who, .when  thcii 
rights  were  in  tpicstion,  wei-c  not  afraid 
to  think,  and  speak,  and  act  uidependcnt- 
ly,  iiotwithslaiidiiig  the  tliieats  of  civil 
war  and  all  its  horrors  ! I'hey  were  not 
afraid  of  the  turmoil  of  publ't:  discussion ; 
they  dreaded  not  the  agitation  of  ques- 
tions concerning  their  vital  rights.  No. 
no  ! it  w as  the  moderate  men,  the  people 
about  the  executive  pajacc  in  Frankfort, 
who  deprecated  discussion,  who  were 
afraid  to  disturb  tho  calm  of  a summer’s 
day;  it  was  the  insects  which  floated  in 
the  atmosphere,  that  drtaded  the  ap- 
proach of  a storm,  which  was  to  disperse 
them,  and  enliven  and  refresh  the  faced 
nature.  The  man  of  conscious  virtue 
and  integrity  stood  unconcerned  amidst 
the  thunder  and  vivid  flasl  .es  of  liglitning 
wliich  piTcedcd  it.  Mr.  Barry  adverteti 
to  history,  to  shew  from  ■"’hat  spiall  be- 
.inLia  the  Jimuim’rujraatrt  Cvenir  ' Av«' 
arisen,  to  illustrate  the  inai^itudc  of  the 
present  inquiry,  no  matter  what  cause- 
had  given  rise  to  it,  and  to  prove  that 
there  had  been  a moderate  party  at  all 
times  to  discourage  the  resistance  of  the 
people  to  power  and  tyranny.  These- 
moderate  men  told  our  revolutionary  an- 
cestors, that  the  tax  on  tea  was  trifling; 
that  it  was  not  worth  regarding;  that  it- 
was  better  to  let  it  go  on  ; all  tilings  woiild| 
be  well ; it  w ould  not  do  to  rise  up  in  re-, 
bcllion  against  his-  majesty  the  king  of 
England  I But  the  patriots  and  heroesof] 
tlie  revolution  thought  dift’ereiitly  ; tlicyj 
foresaw  the  consequences  af  submission 
to  the  tax  on  tea,  small  as  it  was ; they 
resisted  the  principle ; they  succeeded 
in  estahlisliiiig  the  liberties  and  indepen- 
dence Avliich  you  now  enjoy.  Had  the 
immortal  Hampden  submitted  to  the 
payment  of  twenty  shillings  of  ship  mo- 
ney, levied  by  the  royal  authority  of 
England,  while  the  moderate  men  ail 
around  him  were  paying  that  tax,  the 
Stuart  family  might  still  be  on  the  Bri- 
tish throne,  and  their  arliitrary  maxims  of 
goveniinent  might  have  become  firmly 
cMttUiished.  But  no  ! he  was  not  one  of 
your  moderate  party  ; lie  resisted  the 
collection  of  the  tw-eiity  shillings  ship 
money,  and  the  Stuart  family  were  driv- 
en from  the  throne.  The  inference  from 
these  historical  facts,  was,  that  the  peo- 
ple of  Kentucky  should  oppose  the 
smallest  infi ingeiiicnt  of  their  rights; 
should  vindicate  the  sacred  priiici(>le  of 
fnft  suffrage,  and  should  treat  with  just 
indifference  the  clamours  of  of  the  mod-  - 
rate  party,  w\\o-A.xe  attempting  to  fright- 
en and  diss'.ide  them  from  the  exercise 
of  their  ri-ght  to  elect  a new  governor. 

Mr.  Barry  stated  upon  the  autiioiity 
of  a venerable  gentleman  within  his  liear- 
iiig,  a man  of  unblemishet'  character  and 
integrity,  w-lio  w as  a member  of  the  le- 
gislature in  the  administration  of  general 
•Scott,  that  this  very  subject  of  a new- 
; lection,  in  case  of  tlic  death  of  the  goi  - 
cnior,  was  conversed  about  by  many  of 
the  niemJiers  at  that  time,  and  the  con- 
stitiitioiiality  of  a new  election  not  denied. 

Mr.  Barry,  in  vindicating  the  motives  of 
the  friends  of  a new-  election  against  ih; 
ungenerous  imputations  which  ascribci 
tlicir  course  to  feelings  of  op’position  to 
'he  Lieutenant  Governor,  on  account  of 
Iris  appointing  an  unpopular  man  for  his 
Secretary,  took  occasion  to  remark,  that 
it  was  uiiinipoi'tant  w'hat  might  have  led 
to  the  investigation  ; it  w as  sufficient  that 
the  subject  invohed  considerations  of 
deep  interest  to  the  comniiiiiity.  He  was 
Avilliiig  to  discuss  it  iipoti  principle,  un- 
influenced by  feelings  of  resentment  or 
the  one  hand,  or  motives  of  partiality  or 
the  other.  1 1 v/as  wliolly  unnectssai  y for 
Mr.  Flournoy  to  have  introduced  this 
matter;  but ‘since  he  had  done  so.  Mi 
Barry  did  not  hesitate  to  express  his  de- 
cided disapprobatkn  of  the  conduct  o. 
the  Eiciitciiant  Governor  in  the  first  act 
if  his  admiiiistraliun.  He  said  that  foi 
aj'pointing  a man  to  be  Secretary  of  Stato 
wlio  h;id  lost  the  confidence  of  his  conn-' 
trymen,  he  deserved  rcpi-obation  ; ihal 


this  act  alone  was  sufficient  to  evince  to 
the  people  that  the  acting  Governor  does 
.'lot  respect  their  feelings  or  consult  thei. 
wishes  in  his  official  conduct;  and  is  an 
awful  foreboding  that  his  administration, 
in  future,  will  be  conducted  on  principles 
wholly  regardless  of  public  opinion ; that 
cfl'oits  will  be  made  to  promote  the  view  s 
of  a few  ambilioiis  and  aspiring  men  at 
the  hazard  of  the  peace  of  society,  and 
regardless  of  the  interests  of  the  commu- 
nity ; these  men,  by  the  aid  of  executive 
influence  and  patronage,  will  attain  places 
of  confidence  and  trust,  where  they  never 
would  have  been  placed  by  the  voice  of 
the  people.  For  this  contempt  of  public 
opinion  ; for  this  outrage  upon  the  fc(  1- 
ings  of  society,  let  the  acting  Goverm  r 
aii(I  a siilimissive  time-serving  Senate  an- 
swer. Let  them  be  held  to  that  awful 
responsibility  which  an  unfaithful  public 
servant  must  meet  at  the  hands  of  an  in- 
dignant people,  whose  opinions  they  have 
disregarded,  and  whose  interests  they 
have  betrayed.  It  w as  not  necessary  for 
the  purjHises  of  fair  discussion  on  coiisti-" 
tutional  grounds,  that  the  gentlemrn 
should  have  introduced  this  topic ; but 
since  he  has  had  the  temerity  to  do  so, 
■VI  r.  Barry  would  meet  him,  and  shew 
that  the  executive,  whose  cause  he  is  now 
supporting,  has  (fcne  an  act  that  he  him- 
self will  not  have  the  hardihood  to  de- 
fend ; that  his  attempt  at  usurpation  of 
power  has  been  preceded  by  a most  fla- 
grant abuse  of  it ; that  the  tone  ass'imed 
at  tiie  commencement  of  liis  career  is 
still  continued  ; that,  pursuing  this  sell- 
confident  system,  tlie  executive  are  now- 
going  oil  in  defiance  of  public  opinion, 
attempting  to  raise  themselves  above  the 
power  of  the  people,  and  vainly  hoping 
to  fortify  tlieniselvcs  behind  the  consti- 
tution, whilst  they  w-age  war  with  the 
dearest  of  all  rights,  that  of  free  suffrage. 

Mr.  Barry  further  remarked,  that  this 
cry  about  the  constitution  was  a mere 
pretence  of  the  executive  party ; tliat  in 
tliisw-ay  they  hoped  to  shield  themselves 
from  the  influence  of  public  opinion, 
which  they  knew  was  against  them  ; that 
like  all  attempts  at  usurpation,  they  en- 
deavored to  make  even  the  virtues  of  the 
people  subservient  to  tlieir  wicked  pur- 
poses. Knowing  their  virtue  and  calcu- 
1-iting  on  their  firm  attachment  to  the 
constitution,  and  disposition  to  support 
the  law  s,  they  wished  to  inculcate  an  opin- 
ion that  the  constitution  will  be  violated, 
supposing  that  however  great  their  abuse 
of  power,  the  people  will  submit,  rather 
than  act  coiiiiu  r to  the  constitution.  In 
these  remarks  lie  alluded  to  the  e.xeciiti\  e 
(lai  ty,  considering  this  a contest  between 
them  and  the  people  for  power.  He  dis- 
claimed all  personal  allusions ; believing 
that  many  of  his  opponents  (amongst 
whom  were  someof  his  particular  friends) 
w ere  influenced  by  motives  of  the  purest 
character,  and  especially  the  gentleman 
ivho  bad  spoken  before  him,  and  his  wor- 
thy compvtiujT^  f'"  nc 

(he  highest  regard.  Although  he  was 
ready  to  admit  the  purity  of  the  motives 
cf  the  greater  number  who  differed  with 
i.im  in  opinion,  he  could  not  help  re- 
marking a few  of  the  most  bitter  and  ac- 
tive enemies  of  a new  election,  who  now 
seemed  so  dearly  to  love  their  country, 
and  so  eager  to  preserve  the  constitution 
from  outrage ; who  (luring  the  late  war, 
when  the  vital  iiiicrcsts  of  the  country 
were  at  stake,  ingloriously  reposed  at 
home,  by  their  iire-sides,  when  iluii 
neighbors  were  out  ill  the  field  struggling 
with  all  the  difficulties  and  hardships  of  a 
camp,  and  who,  not  content  witli  this, 
s(jiightall  occasions  to  damp  the  ardour 
of  their  countrymen,  and  to  discourage 
them  from  engaging  in  the  public  ser- 
vice. Yes ! these  conscientious  per.sons, 
who  now  so  scrupulously  pretend  to  ad- 
here to  the  constitution,  seemed  then  wil- 
ling to  let  go  donstilution  and  all, provid- 
ed they  could  thereby  bring  disgrace 
upon  their  otvn  government. — He  coiiU 
not  help  questioning  the  motives  ofsucj, 
clia  rasters. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  that  men  in 
office  have  attempted  to  shield  them- 
selves from  the  power  of  the  people,  by 
sheltering  under  tlic  constitution.  It 
will  be  recmiectert  rti-at  at  the  commence- 
ment cf  Mr.  Jefferson’s  administration, 
the  motion  to  repeal  the  judiciary  act  of 
John  Adams,  was  denounced  by  the  fed- 
eral party  as  an  unprincipled  attempt  to 
tramjile  under  foot  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States,  to  gratify  party  view-s. 
But  the  advocates  of  the  people’s  rights 
at  that  day,  led  on  by  our  illustrious 
countr^nian,  the  late  John  Breckenridge, 
•-^.L-i.r.ccd  firmly  in  their  course,  regard- 
less of  the  threats  of  judkial  poivcr. — 
I’h.c  odious  laiv  was  repealed ; aud  the 
judges,  w ho  had  fondly  hoped  that  tlicy 
were  provided  for  life,  were  compelled 
reluctantly  to  yield.  On  that  occasion 
the  arguments  in  favor  of  the  judges 
were  much  more  plausible  than  those 
urged  ill  behalf  of  the  state  executive  at 
t liis  time.  The  people  prevailed  then, 
and  he  hoped  they  would  now'.  , 

Mr.  Barry  then  proceeded  to  place,  in 
a strong  jioint  of  view,  the  rights  of  tlu 
people,  the  source  whence  they  were  de- 
rived, the  importance  and  sacriFd  n-atur( 
of  free  sufl'rage,  the  danger  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  construction  and  implication,  by 
which  the  enemies  to  a new-  election  of 
Govcnior  had  attempted  to  support  their 
valise,  and  the  constitutional  as  well  as 
natural  right  which  the  people  have  tc 
elect  a new  Governor. 

In  relation  to  what  had  been  said  to  be 
tlie  opinion  of  all  the  judges  of  the  cour 
of  a]>peals,  on  the  question  of  a iieiv  elec- 
tion, he  remarked,  that  he  did  not  know 
w-.icther  they  had  given  any  opinion  ; but 
f they  had,  he  pronounced  it  an  indecei.t 
act  ou  their  part,  as,  if  the  question  could 
ever  be  pi-operly  brought  before  them, 
and  he  maintained  that  it  could  not,  it 
was  improper  in  them  to  prejudge  it.-— 
He  expressed  his  regret  that  one  of  tlu 
judges  [Mr.  Logan,  w e presume]  should 
.lave  degraded  himselfby  electioneering 


respect  for  that  gentleman  ; but  he  would, 
do  him  the  justice  to  say,  he  had  under- 
stood that  this  judge  had  publicly  given 
his  opinion,  that  the  constitutionality  of  a 
new  election  never  could  or  would  be  de- 
cided by  the  court  of  appeals.  Mr.  Bar- 
ry exposed  and  ridiculed  the  absurd  non- 
sense  in  the  preamble  to  the  resoliitioi 
of  Mr.  Mills,  passed  by  the  legislature, 
in  which  it  is  said,  “ by  that  charter  [the 
constitution]  the  people,  in  convention 
assembled,  have  seized  upon,  secured, 
and  firovidcd  for,  many  of  tlicir  rights  and 
privileges ;”  as  if  these  rights  were,  like 
estates,  derived  from  law  or  constitution, 
and  not  from  the  people  themselves  anii 
their  Creator ! He  deprecated  the  doc- 
trine of  succession  to  office,  without  elec- 
tion, by  which  the  friends  of  the  acting 
governor  wished  to  continue  him  in  th< 
executive  chair : he  animadverted  w-itli 
great  severity  on  the  pamphlet  signed 
“ A Kentuckian ;”  he  did  not  know  its 
authors,  but  they  seemed  tp  be  well 
Marshalled  ! 

Mr.  Barry  indignantly  ridiculed  and 
spurned  the  idea  of  a civil  war.  He  did 
not  believe  that  if  a majority  of  the  peo- 
ple decided  for  a new  election,  Mr. 
Slaughter  w-ouId  tliink  of  resisting  their 
will,  if  left  to  himself — if  the  fend  of 
aristocracy  did  not  seat  himself  by  his  side, 
and  goad  him  into  resistance.  He  just- 
ly intimated,  though  he  did  not  use  pre- 
cisely the  terms,  tliat  the  man  who  would 
forcibly  resist  the  will  of  the  people, 
w-ould  be  a traitor  to  his  country. 

Mr.  Barry,  in  closing  his  aetdress,  ex- 
pressed his  tliaiiks  for  the  patieJkatten- 
tion  with  which  the  people  haa  heard 
him:  He  was  much  fatigued  and  ex- 
hausted, but  was  enabled  to  exclaim, 
LONG  LIVE  rilE  FREEBOM  OE  SUFFRAGE  1 
LONG  LIVE  THE  RIGHTS  OF  THE  PEOPLE  ! 

The  preceding  sketch  is  not  more  than 
a faint  resemblance  to  the  originals:  a/(-«i 
only  of  the  arguments,  on  both  sides,  arc 
given,  priucipally  in  our  own  language. 

NATIONAL  Health. 

The  Avcalth  of  a country  depends  up- 
on its  ability  to  supply  its  wants.  The 
more  it  can  proilu'-c  within  itself,  tlic 
less  it  will  have  to  import.  The  differ- 
■t-nce  betw  een  its  exports  and  imports  will

At  present,  tunipikiiig  the 
principal  roads  of  the  state  would  add 
very  nuich  to  the  wcaltli  of  the  state. — 
The  successful  operation  of  our  manu- 
facturers is  also  of  the  first  importance. 
Would  it  not  be  well  for  our  citizens  to 
follow  the-  example  of  the  people  oi  Coii- 
iu‘('ticut.  in  their  weariiU';  apoio-el  ? Om- 
assembly  jiien  oOght  to  cloth  them- 
selves in  the  fabrics  of  Kentucky,  W’hi(  h 
can  noAv  be  furnished  on  as  good  terms 
as  the  British,  and  in  (;iialhy  superior 
for  wear.  These  observations  were  hastily 
committed  to  pajier,  or\  seeing  the  .ad- 
vertiscmenl  of  Air.  M‘Robb,  in  the  Ga- 
zette of  to-day.  We  arc  assured  of  his 
capability,  and  sec  no  reason  wliy  the 
nianiifacturing  of  Cotton  and  Wool  can- 
not be  carried  on  here  as  advantageously 
as  in  any  other  part  of  the  United  States. 
Provisions  are  in  the  general  cheaper, 
and  the  raw  materials  as  low  if  not  lower 
thill  in  any  of  the  Eastern  States.

hccoine  possessed  of  a great  tract  of  land  on 
the  river  lai  Pla'a,  on  whioh  she  has  property 
worth  niillions  of  dollaj's ; she  has  her  cmis- 
ssries  in  Chili,  Peru,  and  Ruenos  Ajtcs.  of 
which  latter  place  the  snprenie  director  has 
btromc,  by  purchase,  it  is  said,  perfectly  sub- 
servient to  British  views. 

\ round-about  story  from  Rngland,  by  wav 
of  Nassau,  st.ates  Roniipavtc  to  have  heen’iatcry 
sot  at  liheHy  b\-  order  of  the  Itnglish  cabinet, 
and  to  have  sjiileil  f~,m  St.  Helena  for  Malta. 

Secretaiy  Crawford  has  ordered  the  trans- 
fer ot  all  flepos'ts  of  public  monic.s  fmni  the 
state  hanks  to  the  national  hank,  and  called  on 
tli-j  laft.  r to  litpiidate  a cpiantity  of  govern- 
nient  stock. 

Advices  fi-oni  St.  Thomas,  rcccivef 
in  Baltimore,  state  tliat  the  Spanish  pa- 
triots have  obtained  complete  possessio; 
cf  Angostura  and  all  the  country  on  tlu 
Oronoko,  and  that  the  S(|uadron  undei 
admiral  Btion  had  abandoned  tlie  islam' 
of  Margaretta,  and  had  ])rocecdetl  to 
Cuayeehc,  at  the  month  of  thoOronokc. 
Infi  n.tr.tion  had  also  been  received,  tha' 
a division  of  the  royal  naval  force,  lately 
ariived  from  Spain,  consisting  of  a fri- 
gate, two  brigs, and  a corvette,  litid sail- 
ed for  the  (ironoko,  w’licre  they  hac' 
landed  tl'.eir  troops,  three  or  four  thou 
sand  in  number,  who,  with  the  army  un- 
der .Morillo,  marched  on  the  1st  Jimc, 
in  pursuit  of  the  Patriots  imilcr  Bolivar 
.and  Piar.  The  provinces  of  Venezue- 
la, S.anta  I'ec,  and  A'arinas,  were  repre 
seiitcd  to  remain  quiet  under  the  royal 
authority.  letter  from  St.  Thomas, 
dated  June  19,  says — “ The  patriots  ar; 
gaining  ground,  ha\  ing  taken  possession 
of  a place  called  Ouira  and  Angustur.a. 
on  the  river  Oronoko,  where  a great 
quantity  of  valuable  property  was  found, 
consisting  of  treasure  and  the  produce 
cf  the  covintry.  It  ajipears  the  capture 
of  the  latter  place  cost  the  royalists  800 
killed,  and  a like  number  prisoners. 
This  iiifirmation  rvas  received  by  ageii- 
tlcmaii  who  was  in  company  with  admi- 
ral Brion.” 

■An  arrival  at  New-York  mentions  that 
the.  patriots  have  evacuated  the  island  i f 
Margaretta,  for  the  purpose  of  foriiiins: 
a junction  w itji  their  other  forces  on  the 
river  Oronoko. 

Paragraphs  in  the  northern  papers  re 
present  East  Florida,  particularly  Ame- 
lia island,  in  a state  of  coitstant  alarm, 
from  an  expectation  that  the  patriot  pri- 
vatiiers  were  about  to  take  possession  of 
that  ])lace.  Our  latest  CJiarleston  papers 
are  silent  on  thi.s  subject  ; and  they 
ought  to  know  the  fact,  if  such  a state  of 
things  existed  at  .Amelia  island. 

The  Huhicoii,  arrived  at  Kew-York 
from  Havre,  brings  despatches  from  Mr. 
Oallatin  to  our  government;  French 
papers  to  May  15,  and  London  to  May  9. 
Wellington  had  returned  to  Paris.  Beres- 
ford,  commander  of  the  troops  in  Portu- 
gal, was  expected  Li  England.  Mr. 
Grattan  h.a(!  ma'.lc  a motion  in  the  house 
of  coiunioiis  ui  favor  of  the  Ii  isii  catho- 
lic claims.  Arrests  fortreason  continued 
to  take  place  in  England,  The  drought 
continued  to  afliict  the  south  of  France  ; 
the  crops  of  fruit,  the  vineyards  and  the 
meadows,  have  sustained  great  injury. 
The  markets  had  consequently  advanced, 
for  rice  and  bread  stufl's.  Bands  of  rob- 
bers desolate  tlic  province  of  Galicia  in 
Bpain;  but  they  arc  no  worse  than  the 
great  st.ite  robbers,  who  plunder  the  peo- 
ple of  their  liberties,  and  then  imprison, 
gag,  and  terture  them  for  complaining. 
The  French  court  had  gone  into  mourn- 
ing for  the  death  of  the  infant  Don  An- 
toni.>,  uni  le  of  the  Spanish  king  : this 
infant,  so  called,  was  only  sixty  yeart  of 
age  ! An  inu  lligent  passenger  in  the 
liuhicon  says  that  France  was  ostens;i)ly 
tranquil,  but  much  imcabiness  and  a gen- 
eral wish  for  a change  of  goveriimeut 
cxi.sted. 

The  London  Morning  Chronicle  oh- 
Eerves,  that  it  does  not  appear,  that  Mr. 
Monroe,  since  his  elevation  to  the  presi- 
dency of  the  United  States,  has  clone  any 
public  actofcoiusequence.  It  was,  how- 
ever, expected  that  k.c  would  have  im- 
inediatcly  adopted  some  measures  rela- 
tive to  till’  ditferenccs  which  have  so  long 
existed  between  the  United  States  am, 
S’pain.  Another  Louden  paper  states, 
o the  Dutch  and  Flemish  ports  are  full 
of  .Swiss  and  German  emigrants,  waiting 
a passage  to  .America.  They  arc  cfiief- 
ly  aitizans  and  manufacturei's,  and  carry 
with  them  wealth,  industry,  intelligence, 
and  social  h.ibits.  Our  ports,  and  those 
of  Ireland,  have  long  exhibited  a like 
scene. — .America  will  thus  derive  wealth, 
strcngtli  and  jirosperity  from  our  distress. 
Tlic  blood  and  the  tears  of  Europe  wi  I 
fertilize  the  wilds  of  the  United  States.’’

The  following  sentence  is  from  an  es- 
say signed  ‘ T ruth’  in  the  Commentator 
“ Remember  one  thing,  tAa/  the  legis- 
lature hat  no  /iower  but  what  It  receives 
from  the  constitution  ; and  that  to  extr- 
rite  power,  it  tnust  show  its  grant  in  tha' 
'nstrument." 

It  is  astonishing  that  any  man  who  can 
write  an  essay,  sJiould  advance  such  a 
doctrine,  and  much  morn  astonishing  that 
he  should  believe  it.  There  is  scarcely 
a farmer  in  Kentucky  who  does  not  know 
that  the  legislature  receives  its  power  en- 
tirely from  the  people  and  not  tVo’.n  the 
constitution.  The  constitution  so  far  as 
it  goes  is  the  written  will  of  the  people, 
I surrender  of  power,  which  would  other 
wise  belong  to  them  and  through  them 
to  the  legislature.  It  does  not^iT'e  pow 
er;  but  takes  it  away.  It  prescribes  not 
\ ha.!,  shall  be  done  ; but  wbat  shall  not 
be  done.  When  the  legislature  pass 
•i  law,  they  look  into  the  constitution  not 
to  find  a ^ grant’  of  power;  but  to  sec  if 
there  is  any  prohibition.  If  it  is  prohib 
ited,  it  is  against  the  constitution ; if  not, 
it  is  constitutional.  Where  in  that  in- 
strument is  the  ‘ grant’  of  |)ower  to  hang 
a man  for  murder,  put  him  in  the  Peni- 
tentiary for  man-slaugliter,  whij)  a nc- 
rro  or  punish  any  crime  whatever? 
AVhere  is  the  ‘ grant’  of  power  to  lay 
raxes,  provide  for  tl.c  sale  of  public  lands, 
give  indulgence  to  settlers,  enforce  the 
payment  of  debts  or  do  one  of  those  ten 
thousand  acts  necessary  for  good  gov- 
ernment ? The  constitution  contains  m 
inch  grunt.  The  power  is  inherent  ii 
1C  people  and  in  the  legislature  us  their 
■ gents.  In  obeiiieticc  totlie  instructions 
of  the  people,  the  legislature  can  do  eve- 
ry tiling  which  is  not  f rbidden  in  the 
ennstitution  eitlrer  expressly  or  by  nc 
cessary  implication.

The  growing  importance  of  the  Ala- 
lama  country,  attracts  public  attention,

Since  the  es- 
tablishment of  a new  slate  from  the  wes- 
tern part  of'the  Mississippi  territory,  tlu 
eastern,  embracing  the  Mobic,  Alabama, 
Sec.  has  been  erected  into  a territory  by 
the  name  of  Alabama,  and  m ill  no  doub' 
vre  long  attain  to  its  requisite  population 
to  become  a state.  Duriop;  last  winter 
1700  bales  of  cotton  were  sent  to  mar- 
ket, and  a like  quantity  remained  to  Ih 
sl.ipped.  Mobile  is  increasing  rapidly 
in  business  and  population.

THE  PLAGUE. 

This  destructive  disease  made  its  ap- 
pearance in  the  West  Indians  about 
seven  or  eight  months  since.  After  com- 
mitting great  ravages  at  Martinique  and 
Gaudaloupe,  it  reached  Barbadoes  and 
Antigua,  and  other  of  the  British  Wind- 
ward Islands,  where  its  jirogrcss  was  e 
.'|ually  fatal.  The  distinguishing  trait 
between  this  disease  and  the  common 
A^ellow  Fever,  is,  its  indiscriminate  at- 
tack on  both  natives,  long  residents  and 
new  corners.  AV’e  hear  it  has  now  reach 
ed  the  Island  of  Cuba,  and  Havana,  its 
capital,  where,  from  the  time  of  the  year, 
t ie  number  of  inhabitants,  and  defective 
|)olice  of  that  city,  its  ravages  we  feai 
will  he  flightful  indeed. 

We  are  happy  to  see  that  the  Mavoi 
adtl  City  Council  have  adopted  measures 
for  securing  New-Orleans  from  the  dan- 
ger to  which  a communication  with  the 
countries  infected  might  expose  us. 

SOUTH  AMERICAN  AI  F.AIRS. 

FRO.M  THU  niUTIMORF.  AMERICAN. 

Wc  have  been  politely  furnished  by  a 
gentleman  who  arr'ivcd  in  the  Bay  in  tlu 
Buenos  .Ayrean  brig  Patriota,  « itli  the 
following  interesting  information  relative 
to  affiiii-s  in  South  America. 

On  the  1st  of  June  last,  a Spaiiisl. 
squadron  passed  the  Island  of  Margaret- 
ta, consisting  of  20  sail  and  2,500  men. 
under  the  Bourbon  Hag,  and  anchored  in 
Ciimana,  after  plundering  several  fish- 
ing boats,  and  pressing  a number  of  fish- 
ermen, and  conimitting  numerous  othe 
depredations  against  the  citizens : by  tlu 
ist  accounts  they  had  not  disembarked. 
-IS  they  were  in  an  unhealthy  state,  ami 
finding  that  Gen.  .Arismendi  was  deter- 
mined to  dispute  the  ground  with  them 
.A  fjw  days  previous  to  the  sailing  of 
.Ad.  Brion,  from  Pamptaar,  lie  received 
despatches  from  Gen.  Bolivar,  lequest- 
iiig  two  men  of  war  and  four  gun  boats 
to  enter  the  Oronoko  in  tirder  to  inter- 
ccpttlic  royal  tyrants  of  Spain,  which  em- 
barked in  some  merchant  \esscls  from 
the  Guayanas  previous  to  its  capture, 
and  now  lying  at  Angnstura,  with  all 
their  riches  supposed  to  amount  to  four 
millions  of  dollars. 

Gen.  Bolivar  only  wails  the  amswer  of 
Admiral  Brion,  to  advance  on  Angus- 
lura,  the  only  place  that  remains  Iq  the 
lands  of  the  t)  rants  in  that  quarter, 
where  there  remains  no  doubt  of  his  suc- 
cess. [It  has  since  been  captured.]

We  Icam  by  the 
Condor,  that  General  Bolivar  had  obtain- 
ed possession  of  Angnstura,  on  the  river 
Oronoko,  by  which  he  had  secured  an  I 
intercoui'se  with  New  tlrenada,  and  was 
opening  one  behind  Guiana,  to  commu- 
nicate with  the  advanced  troops  of  the 
Brazilian  army. 

1 he  Condor  has  orders  to  search  foi 
and  capture  the  privateer  Alonica,  capt. 
.Augustia,  several  acts  of  piracy  having 
been  committed  by  him  ; and  to  take  to 
■Margaretta  the  people  in  irons. 

Flic  lollowing  privatcei-s  under  the 
Venezuelean  flag,  had  been  ordered  into 
•)ort  by  Biron,  in  consequence  of  the  pe- 
riod limited  for  their  cruize  having  ex- 
pired, viz:  Jupiter,  Constitution  and  A- 
rismendi. 

A private  communication  dated  Pani- 
patar,  the  22d  ult.  gives  the  following : 

“ I he  Independents  occupy  the  w)n,l' 
of  the  interior,  and  the  provinces  of  Guay- 
ana  and  Cumana,  except  the  cities, 
which  being  closely  invested,  must  sO‘ 
surrender.  Their  squadron  is  iiicrcasin; 
rapidly,  and  Sir  Gregor  M'Gregor  is 
expccicd  in  a few  days,  with  a considei 
ible  addition  to  them,  and  several  arir.ee 
vessels  are  looked  for  from  Europe  aiu 
■America. 

“ Many  depredations  have  been  com 
inittcd  under  their  flag,  by  pirates  fron 
diffiTcnt  places ; that  on  the  schoonc 
•’rovidence  ol  Kingston,  was  jierpctr  itvc 
by  a black  man  named  Peter,  of  Boc 
Chica,  his  mate  Padilla,  and  his  assorial 
Munos,  all  noted  characters  from  Cai 
thageiia,  to  whom  Bolivar  had  granted 
commission,  but  Brion  issued  orders  not 
to  respect  them,  except  endorsed  by  him- 
self, and  Peter  was  fallen  in  with  at  sea, 
his  commission  taken  away,  and  ordered 
into  port,  which  instead  of  obeying.  In 
continued  committing  further  depreda 
tions,  but  has  at  length  been  seized  bv 
Brion,  ^ncl  is  now  undergoing  a sever' 
punishment— It  is  determined  to  makt 
a similar  example  of  the  pirate  Pedro 
Radicle,  and  all  comnuinicalion  is  for- 
bidden between  the  A'euezuelean  repub- 
lic and  the  Island  of  St.  Domingo.”
